twelfth anniversary of its birthday
under the same management and
ownership that brought it into
being. ¥

The - charter.-of..the, nstitution
was gnm'.ed‘an, My 2, 1913—when
the town of _Torrance was strug-
gling forward to become a. co-
ordinated community.

Judge George W. Post, beloved
by all 'vho knew him, was the first
president of the institution, and on
the board of diréctors were Jared
Sidney Térrance, founder of the
city; George ‘W. Neill, who was
first vice-president and who still
holds that same office with the
bank; and J. W. Post, who was the
original cashier of the institution’
and who now is its president. .

. The growth. of the city, always
stimulated 'by the bank, is reflected
in a comparison of the institution's
original capital and surplus with
its capital and surplus today. The
original capital was $26,000 and
the surplus was $6000. Today the
capital is $50,000 and the surplus
$60,000. Thus it is seen that the
surplus has increased 12 times and
the capital twice in the 12 years of
the bank’s existence.

A new addition to the Torrance
elementary school, providing eleven
new class rooms and an auditorium
for the use of the grammar school,
will ‘be constructed here by the
Board- of Education next fall at a
cost of $106,000.

This was assured this week when
the board authorized an appropri-
ation of $84,000 for the construc-
tion of thé buildings and ordered
plans to be drawn. ¢

The auditorium, whiehk will have

1o seating capacity ‘of 375, will ‘in-

clude also a room for teachers’
meetings and shower baths on each
side of the stage—one for boys and
one for girls. ¥
Completed Next Christmas

According to Principal Bell, the
| cepacity of the elementary. school
when the addition is completed
by mnext Christmas will be 1000
pupils. The present enrollment is
725. Next fall some half-time
sessions will be necessary until the
addition .is completed, It is planned
that this last addition will be all
that ever will be constructed at -
the site of the present elementary
school. Future elementary school
buildings will be located .n the
north side of the city, it is con-
templated.

The ‘buildings will be paid for
out of the bond issue authorized by
voters last fall.

Mr. Bell explained the plan of
tho addition and auditoriuni to the
directors of the Chamber of Com-
merce Tuesday afternoon. = He
‘stated that the auditorium will be
secured, not in lieu of additional
class rooms, ' but. supplementary
thereto. The directors instructed
tho secretary to write the Board of
Education expressing the appreci-
ation of the people of Torrance for
the ‘addition and ' the auditorium.
